


How it works... 





After entering your name you are asked 
which of the stories you want to read. Use 
the SPACE BAR to move the highlighted 
area from story to story. When the story you 
have chosen is highlighted press RETURN. 


You next must choose the level at which you 
want the questions asked. 1. Tough. Starts 
you in the Minor Leagues. But every good 
player starts here. Right? 2. Very Tough. 
Moves you up into the Majors. After you 
master the Minors, you deserve to move up 
to this level. 3. Super Tough. Takes you up 
to the All Stars. When you’re ready to play 
at this level, you’re really good! 


Use the SPACE BAR to select your level 
then press RETURN. 


The Bible story you have selected appears 
on the screen along with a picture that 
relates to the story. Use the SPACE BAR to 
advance to the next screen or the letter ‘‘B”’ 
to go back to the previous screen. 


When you have completed the story, you are 
asked 6 questions at the level you previously 
selected. Use the SPACE BAR to move the 
box over the answer you think is correct. 
Then press RETURN. 


If your answer is correct, press the SPACE 
BAR to go to the next question. If your choice 
is incorrect, you are “‘taken back to the 
story’’ and shown the screen with the cor- 
rect answer. The sentence that contains the 
correct answer is highlighted. You are also 
shown a panel that further explains why that 
answer is correct. Press the SPACE BAR to 
return to the questions. 


If,after answering all6 questions, you have answer 
ed at least 5 correctly, you will see the story come 
to life in some unexpected way.
